Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—[(Spe 
cial.)—Important administration poll- 
cies, which President Coolidge asks 
‘congress to approve and which will 
arouse much controversy, are a 
in the budget message the executive 
transmitted to the house and senate 
today. Here are the outstanding fea- 
tures of the communication: 

1. The President asks appropriations 
totaling nearly $22,000,000 for enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law, more thafi 
double the average amount annually 
voted for this purpose hitherto, pro- 
poses the construction of 10 new coast 
guard ships at a cost of $9,000,006 to 
cope with rum runners, and requests

A MU RDERER SET FREE: 

The state board of pardons has turned Ira Perry 
loose. A little over three years ago Perry was 
sentenced to imprisonment for life. As leader of 
acpang of criminals he had held up a jewelry 
shop and killed the proprietor.

GEN. ELY SPEAKS FOR THE 
FIGHTING MEN. ° 


Maj. Gen. Hanson E. Ely, appearing as a wit- 
ness for the prosecution in the court martial of 
Col. William Mitchell, cared not a rap who it was 
that had offered, in his opinion, extravagant state- 
ments concerning the present and future value of 
aviation. ‘ 


Under cross-examination by Representative Reid, | 


Col. Mitchell’s counsel, the general asserted that 
Marshal Foch had indulged in dreams and visions; 
that President Coolidge’s view of aircraft develop- 
ment was “ absolutely absurd,” and the general 


showed no interest whatsoever in the opinion of | 


Secretary of War Davis. The repartee between 
the bluff general and the clever attorney made 
good reading. . 

What did not appear in the dispatch from 
Washington was the fact that Gen. Ely speaks 
with the authority of the fighting man, the soldier 
of the line. 

When Gen. Ely went to France in 1917 he was 
a lieutenant colonel. He was Placed in command 
of troops stationed in,Paris, Thence he was or- 
dered to the staff officers’ school,.and from there 
“escaped” to the first division as chief of staff. 
Administrative work did not suit the general, 
however. And Ely, the chief of staff, assigned | 
Ely, the chief of staff, to be colonel of the 28th 
infantry. As such he-led his men at the capture | 
of Cantigny: 

From then on his rise was rapid,.through the 
grade of brigadier general to major general and 
the command of the 5th division. He led his new 
command when it forced the ‘passage of the Meuse 
river. Since July 1, 1928, Gen. Ely has been at 
the head of the Army War college. .On his tunic | 
he wears the D. S.._M., the cross of a commander 
of the Legion of Honor, and a croix de guerre 
with five citations, To him aviators are not ma- 
terially different from artillerymen or quarter- 
masters. -

' The plan leaves a lot of women who 
need help withoutsthe help they need, 
but the group on which’ it will not work 
afe in the minority, and in it are most 
of those who are hopeless because of ig- 
norance, indifferenee and general lawless- 
ness. Almost all of the worthwhile 
women and the mothers of worthwhile 
babies are in the other group.

There are several things that are. done 
for the womeh who register. They are 
examined for venereal disease, for evi- 
dence of Bright’s disease, for other signs 
of impending trouble; they are advised 
as to childbirth and, finally, they are 
taught to breastfeed their babies. 

Now a few words as to venereal disease 
in pregnant women. 

In 1924 a resolution .was passed that all

amination for syphilis. If necessary, this 
examination should be supplemented by 


other examinations for venereal diseases

Belgium, Egypt, Holland, Union 
of South Africa, India, Great Britain, 
Norway and Sweden. A report by ‘Dr. 
Kirkpatrick on conditions in Ireland 
says: “It is concluded that the preven- 
tion of congenital syphilis rebolves itself 
into the treatment of pregnant women 
who are syphilitic.” 

It is well to remember that M. H. Solo- 
mon found that 75 per cent of the inno- 
cent syphilitics in families where there 
were other cases of syphilis were wholly 
unaware that they were infected. The 
disease can infect without causing any 
alarming or easily recognized symptom. 
Furthermore, a syphilis which is latent 
and quiet is apt to flare up as a result 
of pregnancy. 

Syphilis causes the death of: babies be- 
fore birth. "It is an important cause of 
death in babies less than a month old. 
Many babies with what is called a bad 
cold are syphilitic. 

And, finally, in some cases of inherited 
the disease lies latent, free 
from symptoms, until adult life.
